Flooding fears surge as rivers rise; Wilmington cut off

WILMINGTON, N.C. (AP) — Cata¬ 
strophic flooding from Florence 
spread across fhe Carolinas on Sun¬ 
day, wifh roads to Wilmington cut 


off by fhe epic deluge and muddy 
river water swamping entire neigh¬ 
borhoods miles inland. “The risk to 
life is rising with the angry waters,” 
Gov. Roy Cooper declared as the 
storm’s death toll climbed to 17. 


The storm continued to crawl 
westward, dumping more than 
30 inches (75 centimeters) of rain 
in spots since Friday, and fears 
of historic flooding grew. Tens of 
thousands were ordered evacu¬ 


ated from communities along the 
state’s steadily rising rivers — with 
the Cape Fear, Little River, Lumber, 
Waccamaw and Pee Dee rivers all 
projected to burst their banks.

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Woman accusing Kavanaugh of sexual misconduct comes forward

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

woman who has accused 
Supreme Court nominee 
Brett Kavanaugh of sexual 
misconduct when they 


were in high school has 
come forward, alleging in 
an interview that Kavana¬ 
ugh pinned her to a bed, 
clumsily tried to remove her 


clothing and covered her 
mouth when she tried to 
scream. 

"I thought he might inad¬ 
vertently kill me," Christine 
Blasey Ford told The Wash¬ 
ington Post in her first inter¬ 
view. "He was trying to at¬ 
tack me and remove my 
clothing." 

Ford, now 51 and a clini¬ 
cal psychology professor at 
Palo Alto University in Cali¬ 
fornia, says she was able 
to get away after Kava- 
naugh's friend jumped on 
top of them and everyone 
tumbled. 

Kavanaugh, now 53 and 
a federal appeals judge 
in Washington, has de¬ 
nied the allegation. He re¬ 
peated that denial again 
Sunday through the White 
House. 

"I categorically and un¬ 


equivocally deny this al¬ 
legation. I did not do this 
back in high school or at 
any time," Kavanaugh said. 
Top Senate Democrats, 
including New York Sen. 
Chuck Schumer, immedi¬ 
ately called for postpone¬ 
ment of a Thursday vote by 
the Senate Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee on whether to rec¬ 
ommend that the full Sen¬ 
ate confirm Kavanaugh to 
replace retired Justice An¬ 
thony Kennedy on the na¬ 
tion's highest court. Repub¬ 
licans gave no indication 
Sunday that they would do 
so. 

A spokesman for Sen. 
Chuck Grassley of Iowa, 
the Judiciary committee's 
Republican chairman, said 
Kavanaugh already went 
through several days of 
hearings and was investi¬ 
gated by the FBI. He said 
the committee's top Demo¬ 
crat, Sen. Dianne Feinstein 
of California, who was first 
notified of the allegation 
in late July, should have 
brought the matter to the 
panel earlier. 

"It raises a lot of questions 
about Democrats' tactics 
and motives," said Taylor 
Foy, the spokesman. 

The White House accused 
Feinstein, who revealed the 
existence of the letter late 
last week, of mounting an 
"11th hour attempt to de¬ 
lay his confirmation." Both 
Democratic and Republi¬ 
can senators questioned 
her handling of the allega¬ 
tion. 

Feinstein called on the FBI 
to investigate Ford's story 
"before the Senate moves 
forward on this nominee." 
Kavanaugh's nomination 
by President Donald Trump 
has divided the Senate, 
with most Democrats op¬ 
posing him and most Re¬ 
publicans supporting him. 
But the allegations of sexu¬ 
al misconduct, particularly 
coming amid the #MeToo 
movement against sexual 
harassment, coupled with 
Ford's emergence could 
complicate matters, espe¬ 
cially as key Republican 
senators, including Susan 
Collins of Maine and Lisa 
Murkowski of Alaska, are 
under enormous pressure 
from outside groups who 
want them to oppose Ka¬ 


vanaugh on grounds that 
as a justice he could vote to 
undercut the Roe v. Wade 
ruling legalizing abortion in 
the U.S. 

Collins and Murkowski have 
not said how they will vote. 
Neither senator is on the Ju¬ 
diciary Committee, which 
is scheduled to vote on a 
recommendation for the 
lifetime appointment. 

Ford told the Post that Ka¬ 
vanaugh and a friend — 
both "stumbling drunk," she 
says — corralled her into a 
bedroom during a house 
party in Maryland in the 
early 1980s when she was 
around 15 and Kavanaugh 
was around 17. She says 
Kavanaugh groped her 
over her clothes, grinded 
his body against hers and 
tried to take off her one- 
piece swimsuit and the out¬ 
fit she wore over it. 
Kavanaugh covered her 
mouth with his hand when 
she tried to scream, she 
says. She escaped when 
Kavanaugh's friend jumped 
on them and everyone 
tumbled, she says. 

In the interview. Ford says 
she never revealed what 
had happened to her un¬ 
til 2012, when she and her 
husband sought couples 
therapy. 

Portions of her therapist's 
notes, which Ford provided 
to the Post, do not mention 
Kavanaugh by name but 
say Ford reported being at¬ 
tacked by students "from 
an elitist boys' school" who 
went on to become "highly 
respected and high-rank¬ 
ing members of society in 
Washington." 

Kavanaugh attended a 
private school for boys in 
Maryland while Ford at¬ 
tended a nearby school. 
Ford’s husband, Russell 
Ford, also told the news¬ 
paper that his wife de¬ 
scribed during therapy be¬ 
ing trapped in a room with 
two drunken boys and that 
one of them had pinned 
her to a bed, molested her 
and tried to prevent from 
screaming. He said he re¬ 
called his wife using Ka¬ 
vanaugh's last name and 
expressing concern that 
Kavanaugh — then a fed¬ 
eral judge — might some¬ 
day be nominated to the 
Supreme Court.Q

In Wilmington , with roads 
leading in and out of 
the city underwater and 
streams still swelling up¬ 
ward, residents waited for 
hours outside stores and 
restaurants for basic ne¬ 
cessities like water. Police 
guarded the door of one 
store, and only 10 people 
were allowed inside at a 
time. 

Woody White, chairman of 
the board of commissioners 
of New Hanover County, 
said officials were planning 
for food and water to be 
flown into the coastal city 
of nearly 120,000 people. 
“Our roads are flooded,” 
he said. “There is no access 
to Wilmington." 

About 70 miles (115 kilome¬ 
ters) away from the coast, 
residents near the Lumber 
River stepped from their 
homes directly into boats 
floating in their front yards; 
river forecasts showed the 
scene could be repeated 
in towns as far as 250 miles 
(400 kilometers) inland as 
waters rise for days. 
Downgraded overnight to 
a tropical depression, Flor¬ 
ence was still massive. But 
with radar showing parts 
of the storm over six South¬ 
eastern states and flood 
worries spreading info 
southern Virginia and West 
Virginia, North and South 
Carolina were still in the 
bull's-eye. 

Half way around the world, 
meanwhile, Typhoon 

Mangkhut barreled into 
southern China on Sunday 
after lashing the Philip¬ 
pines with strong winds and 
heavy rain that left dozens 


dead. More than 2.4 mil¬ 
lion people were evacu¬ 
ated from China’s south¬ 
ern Guangdong province 
ahead of the massive ty¬ 
phoon, the strongest to hit 
the region in nearly two de¬ 
cades. In North Carolina, 
fears of what could be the 
worst flooding in the state's 
history led officials to order 
tens of thousands to evac¬ 
uate, though it wasn’t clear 
how many had fled or even 
could. The head of the Fed¬ 
eral Emergency Manage¬ 
ment Agency, Brock Long, 
said officials were focused 
on finding people and res¬ 
cuing them. 

“We'll get through this. 
It'll be ugly, but we'll get 
through it," Long told NBC’s 
“Meet The Press." 

President Donald Trump 
said federal emergency 
workers, first responders 
and law enforcement of¬ 
ficials were “working really 
hard.” As the storm “begins 
to finally recede, they will 
kick into an even higher 
gear. Very Professional!” he 
declared in a tweet. 

The storm’s death toll 
climbed to at least 17 
when a 3-month-old child 
was killed when a tree fell 
across a mobile home in 
North Carolina. Earlier, of¬ 
ficials said three people 
died in separate, weather- 
related traffic accidents in 
South Carolina. 

Victor Merlos was over¬ 
joyed to find a store open 
for business in Wilming¬ 
ton since he had about 
20 relatives staying at his 
apartment, which still had 
power. He spent more than 
$500 on cereal, eggs, soft 
drinks and other necessi¬ 


ties, plus beer. 

“I have everything I need 
for my whole family,” said 
Merlos. Nearby, a Waffle 
House restaurant limited 
breakfast customers to one 
biscuit and one drink, all 
take-out, with the price of 
$2 per item. 

Kenneth Campbell had 
donned waterproof wad¬ 
ers intending to check out 
his home in Lumberton , 
but he didn’t bother when 
he saw the Coast Guard 
and murky waters in his 
neighborhood .□

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GOP push to release House 
interviews in Russia investigation 


in order here, so I expect 
to make those (transcripts) 
available from our com¬ 
mittee to the American 
public here in the next few 
weeks,” said Rep. Devin 
Nunes, R-Calif., months 
after the GOP colleague 
who led the investigation 
said such a release could 
have a “chilling impact” on 
testimony in future inquiries. 
He said the committee in¬ 
terviewed nearly 70 peo¬ 
ple, and he estimated that 
about 70 percent to 80 per¬ 
cent of those interviews are 
not classified. 

“Those need to be pub¬ 
lished, and they need to 
be published, I think, be¬ 
fore the election,” which 
is Nov. 6, Nunes told Fox 
News Channel's “Sunday 
Morning Futures." 

Nunes said he hoped it 
would take Dan Coats, the 
national intelligence direc¬ 
tor, only “a matter of days” 
to act once Nunes made 
his request about the classi¬ 
fied depositions, and “they 
don’t do their normal foot- 
dragging where they slow 
roll and we don't get these 
before the election." 
Making the transcripts 
available can only be 
done by committee vote. 
Committee Democrats 
have said they want the 
transcripts made public. 
The committee already has 
released a handful of tran¬ 
scripts, but only in cases 
where the witness insisted 
on a public disclosure. 
GOP Rep. Mike Conaway 
of Texas, who led the in¬ 
vestigation, said in March, 
when the committee com¬ 
pleted a draft of its final re¬ 
port that found no coordi¬ 
nation between Russia and 
the Trump campaign, that 
he decided against releas¬ 
ing the whole transcripts for 
fear it could hinder future 


probes. 

Rep. Adam Schiff of Cali¬ 
fornia, the highest ranking 
Democrat on the House 
intelligence committee, 
called upon Nunes to 
schedule a meeting “im¬ 
mediately” so members 
could vote on releasing 
the transcripts. The Schiff 
has favored complete dis¬ 
closure so the public could 
make its own judgment 
about the witnesses. 

That is the approach Nunes 
is taking, saying he want¬ 
ed Americans to “see the 
work that we did and they 
can see all the people that 
were interviewed by us 
and their answers to those 
questions.” 

Nunes said “there's so 
much that's out there 
that's misinformation or dis¬ 
information on this ‘Russia- 
gate’ fiasco that we need 
this information out before 
the election.” 

That both Republicans 
and Democrats want the 
transcripts released un¬ 
derscores the partisan lens 
through which each side 
has viewed the investiga¬ 
tion. 

Republicans are likely to 
say that the content of the 
interviews proves there was 
no evidence of collusion 
between Trump’s cam¬ 
paign and Russia; Demo¬ 
crats probably would say 
they prove there was evi¬ 
dence. 

The Senate intelligence 
committee is still conduct¬ 
ing its own investigation 
and has interviewed far 
more witnesses than the 
shorter House probe. The 
chairman. North Carolina 
Sen. Richard Burr, has said 
he won’t release commit¬ 
tee documents, so it is un¬ 
clear whether any of those 
interviews will ever become 
public.Q

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$2.5M bond for Border Patrol 
agent in killings of 4 in Texas

HOUSTON (AP) — A U S. 

Border Patrol supervisor 
was jailed Sunday on $2.5 
million bond in Texas, ac¬ 
cused in the killing of at 
least four women and of in¬ 
juring a fifth who managed 
to escape. 

Juan David Ortiz, 35, was 
being held in Laredo on 
four counts of murder along 
with charges of aggravat¬ 
ed assault with a deadly 
weapon and unlawful re¬ 
straint, Webb County jail 
records showed. 

Ortiz was arrested a day 
earlier, after being found 
hiding in a truck in a ho¬ 
tel parking lot in Laredo, 
at about 2 a.m. Saturday, 
capping what investigators 
portrayed as a 10-day string 
of violence. Webb County 
District Attorney Isidro Al¬ 
aniz said Saturday that in¬ 
vestigators "consider this to 
be a serial killer" whose vic¬ 
tims were believed to be 
prostitutes. 

Alaniz described how the 
Customs and Border Pa¬ 
trol intel supervisor contin¬ 
ued going to work as usual 
throughout that time. 

"As law enforcement was 
looking for the killer ... he 
would be reporting to work 


every day like normal," he 
said. 

It all began with the dis¬ 
covery Sept. 4 of the body 
of 29-year-old Melissa 
Ramirez. According to a 
police affidavit, Ortiz said 
he killed Ramirez a day 
earlier. Like the other vic¬ 
tims, Ramirez was shot in 
the head and left in a road 
in rural northwest Webb 
County. 

She was a mother of two. 

A second victim, 42-year- 
old Claudine Anne Luera, 
was found shot and left in 
the road Thursday morning, 
badly injured but still alive, 
according to the affidavit. 
The mother of five died at a 
hospital later that day. 

On Friday, according to 
the affidavit, Ortiz picked 
up a woman named Erika 
Pena. She told police she 
struggled with Ortiz inside 
his truck, where he pointed 
a pistol at her, but that she 
was able to flee. She made 
it to a gas station where 
she found a state trooper 
whom she asked for help. 
According to the affida¬ 
vit, Ortiz told investigators 
that after Pena ran off, he 
picked up his last two vic¬ 
tims, whose identities have 
not yet been released by 
authorities. 


Jail records don't list an at¬ 
torney to speak for Ortiz, 
who had worked for Border 
Patrol for 10 years. 

Alaniz said the dead are 
believed to have been 
prostitutes and that one of 
them was a transgender 
woman. At least two were 
U.S. citizens; the nationali¬ 
ties of the others were not 
known, he said. He said in¬ 
vestigators are still working 
to determine a motive. 

Ortiz was believed to have 
acted alone. 

The federal agency issued 
a statement offering its "sin- 
cerest condolences" to the 
victims’ families and saying 
criminal activity by its em¬ 
ployees is not tolerated.

Public Safety, whose Texas 
Rangers are investigating, 
referred questions on the 
case to the Webb County 
Sheriff's Office.

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Official: Pressure sensors focus of gas explosions probe

LAWRENCE, Mass. (AP) — 

The investigation into the 
Boston-area natural gas ex¬ 
plosions is partially focused 
on pressure sensors that 
were connected to a gas 
line that was being taken 
out of service shortly be¬ 
fore the blasts, the head of 
the National Transportation 
Safety Board said Sunday. 
NTSB Chairman Robert 
Sumwalt said the sensors 
can signal for gas pres¬ 
sure to be increased if the 
pressure gets too low. He 
said investigators will try to 
determine whether those 
sensors played any role in 
Thursday's explosions and 
fires. 

Dozens of homes were de¬ 
stroyed or damaged, a 
teenager was killed and 
dozens of people were in¬ 
jured in Lawrence, North 
Andover and Andover. 
Thousands were forced to 
leave their homes. 

Also Sunday, residents in 


the three communities 
north of Boston were al¬ 
lowed to return to their 
homes after crews finished 
shutting off nearly 8,600 
gas meters. Electricity was 
restored to all the affected 
homes and businesses, but 
gas service may not be re¬ 
stored for weeks. 

"It's evident to me and to 
all of us the Merrimack Val¬ 


ley and the residents of our 
state are being as support¬ 
ive as they can be and as 
kind as they can be to one 
another during this most 
difficult time," Gov. Charlie 
Baker said at a news con¬ 
ference Sunday. "We still 
have a very long way to go 
but we're very happy that 
people can return to their 
homes this morning." 


Schools in Lawrence will be 
closed Monday because 
of the natural gas situation, 
officials said. 

Sumwalt said the investi¬ 
gation is focused on high 
pressure in pipelines. On 
Saturday, he said officials 
will be looking at how lo¬ 
cal Columbia Gas officials 
responded to a "pressure 
increase" in the Lawrence 
area that was detected 
at the company's pipeline 
control center in Columbus, 
Ohio, prior to the explosions 
and fires. He said there was 
no evidence the explosions 
were intentional. 

Columbia Gas on Sunday 
turned away hundreds of 
Lawrence residents who 
wanted to make damage 
claims because it couldn't 
handle the deluge. The 
Boston Globe reported. The 
company told residents, 
many of whom waited 
for several hours, to come 
back Monday. "I am tired. 


I am frustrated," Renata 
Rena, who waiting in line 
with her 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, told the newspaper. 
Joe Hamrock, chief execu¬ 
tive of Columbia Gas' par¬ 
ent company, NiSource, 
said Sunday that the com¬ 
pany was taking full respon¬ 
sibility for what happened 
and is implementing a ser¬ 
vice restoration plan. He 
said the devastation and 
tragedy caused by the ex¬ 
plosions are heartbreaking. 
"We're in this for the long 
run," Hamrock said. "We 
know this has damaged 
the confidence and trust in 
our company and what we 
do. Our full commitment is 
restoring that trust and that 
confidence." 

Officials said gas company 
technicians will turn all the 
meters back after safety 
inspections of the entire 
system are complete — a 
process expected to take 
several weeks. □ 
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Shark attack victim was 


WELLFLEET, Mass. (AP) — A 

26-year-old man who was 
killed in a shark attack off 
a Cape Cod beach had 
been a part-time engineer¬ 
ing student who was en¬ 
gaged to be married and 
loved surfing and other 
outdoor activities, accord¬ 
ing to friends and school 
officials. 

Arthur Medici, of Revere, 
Massachusetts, was bit¬ 
ten by a shark Saturday 
while boogie boarding off 
Newcomb Hollow Beach 
in Wellfleet and later died 
at a hospital. He was the 
state's first shark attack fa¬ 
tality in more than 80 years 
and the second attack vic¬ 
tim this summer on Cape 
Cod. 

The beach remained 
closed to swimming Sun¬ 
day. Flowers were placed 
at the base of a sign that 
said "No swimming surfing 
etc. until further notice," but 
some people were paddle¬ 
boarding in the water, the 
Boston Herald reported. 

A shark was spotted sev¬ 
eral miles south of Wellfleet 
on Sunday, according to 
the Atlantic White Shark 
Conservancy. 

Medici was a part-time en¬ 
gineering student at Bun¬ 
ker Hill Community College 
in Boston last spring, the 
school said in a statement 
Sunday. It did not pro¬ 
vide any other information 
about his studies including 
why he wasn't enrolled in 
the current semester. The 
school offered condolenc¬ 
es to Medici's family and 
friends. 

He moved to the U.S. from 
Brazil two years ago to at¬ 
tend college, friends told 
WCVB-TV. " 

A GoFundMe page set up 
by family and friends to 
cover funeral costs had 
raised more than $16,000 
as of Sunday afternoon. 
"Arthur was a very happy 
young man," said a posting 


on the page. "He loved life, 
he was an active member 
of a Christian church, de¬ 
voting his life to the Lord. 
... He loved hiking, biking, 
surfing and various other 
sports. ... He was always 
joyful and willing to help 
others, even going as far as 
feeding the homeless. 

"He was happily engaged 
to a smart, kind-hearted 
medical student with a 
bright future," it continued. 
"Our lives are never going 
to be the same without 
him. His laughter filled our 
home and he will be great¬ 
ly missed by us all." 

There also was an outpour¬ 
ing of condolences on his 
Facebook page. 

Medici had worked at The 
Capital Grille restaurant 
in Burlington, just outside 
of Boston, and left the job 
more than a year ago, res¬ 
taurant spokesman Rich 
Jeffers said. 

"Just like everybody else, 
we're shocked and sad¬ 
dened," he said. "It's just ter¬ 
rible." Medici was attacked 
around noon as he and a 
friend were boogie board¬ 
ing. The friend dragged 
him ashore, and people 
on the beach attempted 
life-saving measures in¬ 
cluding CPR and applying 
tourniquets. He was taken 
to Cape Cod Hospital in 
Hyannis, where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

On Aug. 15, a 61-year-old 
New York man was severe¬ 
ly injured after fighting off 
a shark off Truro, about 4 
miles north of Saturday's at¬ 
tack. He's currently recov¬ 
ering in a Boston hospital. 
Saturday's attack was the 
third fatal shark attack in 
the world this year, with the 
other two occurring in Bra¬ 
zil and Egypt, according 
to Gavin Naylor, director 
of the Florida Program for 
Shark Research and cura¬ 
tor at the Florida Museum 
of Natural History.□

JERUSALEM (AP) — A Pales¬ 
tinian assailant on Sunday 
fatally stabbed an Israeli 
settler outside a busy mall 
in the West Bank. 

The victim was identified as 


Ari Fuld, a U.S.-born activ¬ 
ist who was well-known in 
the local settler community 
and an outspoken Israel 
advocate on social media 
platforms. 


The military said the at¬ 
tacker arrived at the mall 
near a major junction in the 
southern West Bank, close 
to the Gush Etzion settle¬ 
ment bloc, and stabbed 
the Fuld before fleeing. 
Video footage showed 
Fuld giving chase and fir¬ 
ing at his assailant before 
collapsing. Other civilians 
shot the attacker, whom Is¬ 
raeli media identified as a 
17-year-old from a nearby 
Palestinian village. He was 
reportedly in moderate 
condition. 

Fuld, a 45-year-old father of 
four who lived in the near¬ 
by settlement of Efrat, was 
evacuated to a hospital, 
where he was pronounced 
dead. 

Fuld was a well-known 
English-language internet 
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commenter on current af¬ 
fairs and the weekly Torah 
lesson. He was known for 
his hard-line nationalist ide¬ 
ology and strong support 
for the Israeli military. 

Settler spokesman Josh 
Hasten, who said he had 
known Fuld for about a de¬ 
cade, said his friend trav¬ 
eled widely to showcase 
“the beauty and reality of 
life” in the country. 

He delivered care pack¬ 
ages to Israeli soldiers and 
would go on solidarity trips 
to communities near the 
Gaza Strip during times of 
fighting with the Hamas 
militant group. Hasten said. 
“When the rockets were 
falling, that’s when he 
would get in his car and go 
down to Sderot,” Hasten 
said. 

Fuld also was known for an 
outspoken manner that 
included verbal clashes 
with Palestinians and crit¬ 
ics of Israel that could land 


him in trouble. At times, his 
Facebook account was 
suspended. 

“He did not hold back on 
his opinions," Hasten said. 
“If that meant 30 days of 
Facebook jail, so be it.” 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu lauded Fuld on 
Facebook for fighting his 
attacker “heroically” and 
remembered him as “an 
advocate for Israel who 
fought to spread the truth." 
On Twitter, David Fried¬ 
man, the U.S. ambassador 
to Israel and a strong sup¬ 
porter of the settlements, 
called him “a passionate 
defender of Israel & an 
American patriot.” 

Since 2015, Palestinians 
have killed over 50 Israelis, 
two visiting Americans and 
a British tourist in stabbings, 
shootings and car-ramming 
attacks. Israeli forces killed 
over 260 Palestinians in that 
period, of which Israel says

2 US basketball players 
stabbed in Romania; 1 
seriously hurt 


BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) 

— Two U.S. basketball play¬ 
ers have been stabbed in 
a club in eastern Romania 
and one is in a serious con¬ 
dition, Romanian authori¬ 
ties said Sunday. 

Police said Darrell Bowie, 

24, and Joseph McClain, 

25, who play for local club 
ACS Cuza Braila, were at¬ 
tacked Saturday night in 
the city after a fight broke 
out with locals. 

Braila County Emergency 
Hospital spokeswoman 
Alina Neacsu told The As¬ 
sociated Press both men 
underwent emergency sur¬ 
gery at the hospital early 
Sunday. She said McClain 
sustained stab wounds to 
his chest and stomach and 
was “stable” and in inten¬ 
sive care. 

She said Bowie suffered 
multiple abdominal 

wounds, correcting reports 
that he had suffered a per¬ 
forated lung. She said both 
had “perforated wounds” 
but could not say how they 
were caused. 


Bowie was transported by 
helicopter on Sunday to 
the Emergency Hospital 
in the capital, Bucharest. 
“We are a small hospital 
and it was better for him 
to be transferred,” Neacsu 
said, adding that his condi¬ 
tion is “unpredictable.” 

A spokeswoman at the Bu¬ 
charest hospital declined 
to provide information on 
Bowie’s medical status, cit¬ 
ing patient privacy. 

Police spokeswoman Laura 
Dan said prosecutors were 
investigating.

Bowie, who grew up in Mil¬ 
waukee, Wisconsin, spent 
three seasons at Northern 
Illinois before transferring to 
Iowa State for his final sea¬ 
son.

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UK leader: Talk of leadership 
during Brexit ‘irritating’

LONDON (AP) — British 
Prime Minister Theresa May 
concedes that she gets 
“irritated” by the debate 
over her leadership during 
the difficult Brexit negotia¬ 
tions. 

She told the BBC in an in¬ 
terview scheduled to be 
broadcast Monday that 
she is concerned for the 
country's future, not her 
own, as talks about Britain’s 
upcoming exit from the Eu¬ 
ropean Union continue. 
May faces a split in her 
Conservative Party, with 
some influential figures pre¬ 
ferring a more complete 
break with the EU than she 
is advocating. Roughly 50 
hard-liners met Tuesday 


night to discuss her possible 
ouster. 

In the interview, May said 
the leadership talk can be 
distracting. 

“I get a little bit irritated, but 
this debate is not about my 
future. This debate is about 
the future of the people of 
the U.K. and the future of 
the United Kingdom," she 
said. “That’s what I’m fo¬ 
cused on, and that’s what 
we should all be focused 
on.” The opposition Labour 
Party is also increasingly di¬ 
vided over the Brexit issue. 
London Mayor Sadiq Khan 
broke ranks on Sunday with 
party leader Jeremy Cor- 
byn to publicly back a sec¬ 
ond referendum of wheth¬ 
er Britain should go forward 
with plans to leave the EU. 


Writing in The Observer, 
Khan said Britain faces ei¬ 
ther a bad deal or no deal 
at all — options he said are 
“incredibly risky.” 

He said the public deserves 
a right to choose between 
any deal reached by the 
government or staying in 
the EU. He said that if no 
deal is reach, the public 
should be able to choose 
between the “no deal” 
scenario or remaining in 
the bloc. 

The mayor's stance is ex¬ 
pected to put more pres¬ 
sure on Corbyn at the La¬ 
bour Party conference lat¬ 
er this month. 

In her interview. May criti¬ 
cized former Foreign Secre¬ 
tary Boris Johnson, who re¬ 
signed in July to protest her

Roads shut after 2 fall ill in U.K. city where ex-spy poisoned 


LONDON (AP) — British 
police closed roads and 
called a hazardous re¬ 
sponse team Sunday night 
after two people became 
ill at a restaurant in the Eng¬ 
lish city where a Russian ex¬ 
spy and his daughter were 
poisoned with a chemical 
nerve agent. 

Wiltshire Police described 
the emergency steps tak¬ 
en in response to “a medi¬ 
cal incident” in Salisbury as 
precautions. The city spent 
months with quarantine 
tents and investigators in 
full-body protective gear 
combing for evidence af¬ 
ter Sergei Skripal and his 
adult daughter were found 


unconscious on a bench 
in March. Its residents were 
put back on edge in June 
when a man and a woman 
living in a nearby town was 
hospitalized with signs of 
exposure to the same Sovi¬ 
et-made nerve agent, Nov- 
ichok. The woman, 44-year- 
old Dawn Sturgess, died. 
Britain’s counter-terrorism 
police said this month they 
think Sturgess’ boyfriend 
found a counterfeit per¬ 
fume bottle containing 
remnants of the substance 
originally applied on the 
front door of Skripals home 
in Salisbury. The conditions 
of a man and woman who 
got sick at Prezzo restau-

Typhoon pounds south China after killing 64 in Philippines

HONG KONG (AP) — Ty¬ 
phoon Mangkhut barreled 
into southern China on 
Sunday, killing two people 
after lashing the Philip¬ 
pines with strong winds and 
heavy rain that left at least 
64 dead and dozens more 
feared buried in a land¬ 
slide. 

More than 2.4 million peo¬ 
ple had been evacuated 
in southern China's Guang¬ 
dong province by Sunday 
evening to flee the massive 
typhoon and nearly 50,000 
fishing boats were called 
back to port, state media 
reported. It threatened to 
be the strongest typhoon 
to hit Hong Kong in nearly 
two decades. 

“Prepare for the worst," 
Hong Kong Security Minis¬ 
ter John Lee Ka-chiu urged 
residents. 

That warning came after 
Mangkhut's devastating 
march through the north¬ 
ern Philippines, where the 
storm made landfall Sat¬ 
urday on Luzon island with 
sustained winds of 205 kilo¬ 
meters (127 miles) per hour 
and gusts of 255 kph (158 
mph). 

Police Superintendent Pel- 
ita Tacio said 34 villagers 
had died and 36 remained 
missing in landslides in two 
villages in Itogon town in 
the northern Philippine 
mountain province of Ben- 
guet. 

Itogon Mayor Victorio 
Palangdan told The As¬ 
sociated Press by phone 
that at the height of the 
typhoon’s onslaught Satur¬ 
day afternoon, dozens of 
people, mostly miners and 
their families, rushed into 
an old three-story building 


in the village of Ucab.The 
building — a former mining 
bunkhouse that had been 
transformed into a chapel 
— was obliterated when 
part of a mountain slope 
collapsed. Three villagers 
who managed to escape 
told authorities what hap¬ 
pened. 

“They thought they were re¬ 
ally safe there,” the mayor 
said. He expressed sadness 
that the villagers, many of 
them poor, had few op¬ 
tions to survive in a region 
where big corporations 
have profited immensely 
from gold mines. 

Rescuers were scrambling 
to pull out the body of a 
victim from the mound of 
mud and rocks in Ucab 
before Tacio, the police of¬ 
ficial, left the area Sunday. 
“I could hear villagers wail¬ 
ing in their homes near the 
site of the accident," Tacio 
said. The tragedy came 
as Florence, another ma¬ 
jor storm, unleashed cata¬ 


strophic flooding across 
the Carolinas in the United 
States, where more than 30 
inches of rain since Friday 
threatened a deluge of 
historic proportions as the 
storm slowly crawled inland 
from the coast. Muddy 
river waters swamped en¬ 
tire communities and the 
coastal city of Wilmington, 
North Carolina, was cut off 
by the flood waters. 

In China, meanwhile, 
Mangkhut continued its de¬ 
structive path, with Hong 
Kong bracing for a storm 
that could be the strongest 
to hit the city since Typhoon 
York in 1999. 

A video posted online by 
residents showed the top 
corner of an old building 
break and fall off, while in 
another video, a tall build¬ 
ing swayed as strong winds 
blew. 

The storm shattered glass 
windows on commercial 
skyscrapers in Hong Kong, 
sending sheets of paper

pouring out of the build¬ 
ings, fluttering and spiral¬ 
ing as they headed for the 
debris-strewn ground, ac¬ 
cording to several videos 
posted on social media. 
Mangkhut also felled 
trees, tore bamboo scaf¬ 
folding off buildings under 
construction and flooded 
some areas of Hong Kong 
with waist-high waters, ac¬ 
cording to the South China 
Morning Post. 

The storm made landfall 
in the Guangdong city of 
Taishan at 5 p.m., packing 
wind speeds of 162 kilome¬ 
ters (100 miles) per hour. 
State television broad¬ 
caster CGTN reported that 
surging waves flooded a 
seaside hotel in the city of 
Shenzhen. 

In Macau, next door to 
Hong Kong, casinos were 
ordered to close from 11 
p.m. Saturday, the first time 
such action was taken in 
the city, the South China 
Morning Post reported. 


In the city's inner harbor 
district, the water level 
reached 1.5 meters (5 feet) 
on Sunday and was ex¬ 
pected to rise further. The 
area was one of the most 
affected by floods from Ty¬ 
phoon Hato, which left 10 
people dead last year. 
Authorities in southern Chi¬ 
na issued a red alert, the 
most severe warning, as 
the national meteorologi¬ 
cal center said the densely 
populated region would 
face a “severe test caused 
by wind and rain" and 
urged officials to prepare 
for possible disasters. 

Hong Kong’s Cathay Pa¬ 
cific said all of its flights 
would be canceled be¬ 
tween 2:30 a.m. Sunday 
and 4 a.m. Monday. The 
city of Shenzhen also can¬ 
celed all flights between 
Sunday and early Monday 
morning. Hainan Airlines 
canceled 234 flights in the 
cities of Haikou, Sanya, 
Guangzhou, Shenzhen and 
Zhuhai scheduled over the 
weekend. 

All high-speed and some 
normal rail services in 
Guangdong and Hainan 
provinces were also halted, 
the China Railway Guang¬ 
zhou Group Co. said. 

In the Philippines, rescu¬ 
ers for the Itogon landslide 
were hampered by rain 
and mud. The search and 
rescue operation was sus¬ 
pended at nightfall and 
was to resume at daybreak 
Monday, said Palangdan, 
the mayor. Police and their 
vehicles could not imme¬ 
diately reach the land- 
slide-hit area because the 
ground was unstable and 
soaked from the heavy 
rains, regional police chief 
Rolando Nana told the

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Leaders of Ethiopia, Eritrea 
sign accord in Saudi Arabia

DUBAI, United Arab Emir¬ 
ates (AP) — Leaders from 
Ethiopia and Eritrea signed 
a peace agreement on 
Sunday during a summit 
in Saudi Arabia, yet an¬ 
other sign of warming ties 
between two nations that 
have face decades of war 
and unease. 

Terms of the agreement 
signed by Ethiopian Prime 
Minister Abiy Ahmed and 
Eritrean President Isaias Af- 
werki weren't immediately 
clear. Ethiopia’s Foreign 
Ministry described it as a 
“seven-point agreement” 
while Eritrea offered no de¬ 
tails. 

Saudi authorities did not re¬ 
spond to specific questions 
about the accord, which 
earlier had been described 
as being a further endorse¬ 
ment of a historic deal 
reached between the two 
nations in July. 

“The peace deal resulted 
in restoration of normal 
relations between the 
countries, on the basis of 
the close bonds of geog¬ 
raphy, history and culture 
between the two nations 
and their peoples,” Saudi 
Arabia said in a statement 
Sunday, calling the accord 
the “Jiddah Agreement.” 
“The kingdom of Saudi 
Arabia praised the lead¬ 
ers of Ethiopia and Eritrea 
for exercising leadership 
and courage to restore the 
brotherly relations between 
the two countries, thus 
forming the foundation for 
a new phase that will bring 


significant developments in 
the relations between the 
two nations in all fields,” the 
statement added. 

Saudi King Salman and his 
assertive 33-year-old son. 
Crown Prince Mohammed 
bin Salman, were on hand 
for the summit in the Red 
Sea port city of Jiddah. 
Also attending was Emi- 
rati Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Abdullah bin Zayed Al Na- 
hyan and United Nations 
Secretary-General Antonio 
Guterres. 

“There is a wind of hope 
blowing in the Horn of Af¬ 
rica,” Guterres told journal¬ 
ists after the signing. “It is not 
only the peace between 
Ethiopia and Eritrea — it is 
the fact that tomorrow and 
the day after tomorrow 
we will have, here in Saudi 
Arabia, the president of Dji¬ 
bouti and the president of 
Eritrea — two countries that 
have also been at odds 
with each other.” 

In September, an Ethiopi¬ 
an-mediated effort saw re¬ 
lations normalize between 
Eritrea and Djibouti after 
a long border dispute. Be¬ 
tween 2010 and 2017 Qa¬ 
tar attempted to mediate 
a settlement but that effort 
failed. Qatar in June 2017 
withdrew its 450 peace¬ 
keeping troops from the 
Eritrean-Djiboutian border 
after being isolated by Sau¬ 
di Arabia, the UAE and two 
other Arab nations as part 
of a diplomatic dispute. 
King Salman also awarded 
the Ethiopian and Eritrean 
leaders with the Order of 
Abdulaziz Al Saud Medal, 


the kingdom’s highest civil¬ 
ian honor. They earlier won 
similar honors in the UAE. 
Landlocked Ethiopia 

fought a bloody war with 
Eritrea from 1998 to 2000 
over a border dispute that 
killed tens of thousands of 
people. The conflict ended 
in an uneasy peace with Er¬ 
itrea, which earlier fought a 
decades-long war of inde¬ 
pendence from Ethiopia. 
Yet that suddenly changed 
with the election of Abiy as 
prime minister. A whirlwind 
of talks suddenly ended 
the long conflict between 
the two nations in July, with 
telephone calls and flights 
suddenly possible between 
the two nations. 

It was particularly surpris¬ 
ing for Eritrea, a closed-off 
nation of 5 million people 
ruled by Isaias since 1993. 
Eritrea's system of compul¬ 
sory conscription that led 
thousands of Eritreans to 
flee toward Europe, Israel 
and elsewhere. Ethiopia is 
home to 105 million people. 
The signing ceremony Sun¬ 
day in Saudi Arabia also 
served as a nod to the 
growing important Gulf 
Arab nations put on East Af¬ 
rica amid the Saudi-led war 
in Yemen. The United Arab 
Emirates, also believed to 
have played a part in talks 
between Ethiopia and Er¬ 
itrea, has been building up 
a military presence in the 
Eritrean port city of Assab. 
The strategic Bab al- 
Mandeb Strait, which sits 
off Eritrea and neighboring 
Djibouti, links the Red Sea 
and the Suez Canal with 
the Gulf of Aden and ulti¬ 
mately the Indian Ocean. 
Dozens of commercial 
ships transit the route, some 
16-kilometers (10-miles) 
wide at its narrowest point, 
every day.Q

Vatican expels Chilean priest

ORANJESTAD - Aruba wel¬ 
comed a total of 733.297 
‘stay-over’ visitors during 
the first 8 months of 2018. 
This is 1.9% (+13.484 visi¬ 
tors) more compared to 
same period of 2017. If we 
exclude visitors from Ven¬ 
ezuela, you will see an in¬ 
crease of 6.6% (+43.597 
visitors) which equals a to¬ 
tal of 703.951 visitors to our 
island. These numbers in¬ 
dicate an increase in key 
markets for Aruba such as 
USA, Canada, Brazil and 
Holland. For the month of 
August, Aruba received a 
total of 91.534 stay-over 
visitors, which is 0.8% (+736) 
more compared to same 
month last year. Exclud¬ 
ing visitors from Venezu¬ 
ela, you will see this is 7% 
(+5.495 visitors) more which 
equals to 84.355 visitors for 
the month of July for 2018. 

‘Stay-over’ Tourism 

Aruba is being represented 
in 3 different continents. 
Compared to August of 
2017, for 2018 tourism from 
North America increased 
with 6.8% (+3.922 visitors/ 
total 61.648 visitors) and 


brought 67.3% of the to¬ 
tal for tourism to our des¬ 
tination. In August, USA 
increased to 7% (+3.876 
visitors/total 59.160 visitors) 
and Canada increased 
with 1.9% (+46 visitors/total 
2.488 visitors) compared to 
same month in 2017. From 
January to August 2018, 
Norte America increased 
and brought 547.892 visi¬ 
tors to Aruba, which is an 
increase of 7.4% (+33.781 
visitors). 

The Latin American Conti¬ 
nent decreased with 18.8% 
(-3.911 visitors/total 16.849 
visitors) in which Venezu¬ 
ela decreased with a 39.9% 
(- 4.759 visitors/total 7.179 
visitors) compared to Au¬ 
gust of last year. Colombia 
increased with 22% (+607 
visitors /total 3.367 visitors) 
and Brazil decreased with 
11.4% (-121 visitors/total 936 
visitors). The Latin American 
Continent brought 18.4% of 
the total of tourism for the 
month of August for 2018 
for our island. From Janu¬ 
ary till August of 2018, Latin 
America brought a total 
of 104.297 visitors for Aru¬ 


ba, which equals to 19.8% 
(-25.709 visitors) less com¬ 
pared to same period of 
last year. 

For what Europe concerns 
an increase in tourism can 
be noticed of 5.2% (+504 
visitors/total 10.205 visitors) 
more compared with e 
same month of last year. 
United Kingdom decreased 
with 37.9% (-1.071 visitors/ 
total 1.757 visitors). As al¬ 
ready informed earlier due 
to the so called ‘ BREXIT’ in 
England, TUI was forced to 
cancel one of the charter 
flights from this destination 
to Aruba. Noticeable is 
that the decrease of 7.500 
seats and the fall of the 
United Kingdom market this 
has been compensated 
with the increase from the 
other countries. The ma¬ 
jority comes from the 7th 
additional flight per week 
of KLM which A.T.A. man¬ 
aged to confirm Novem¬ 
ber of last year. Besides, TUI 
Netherlands increased their 
amount of seats to Aruba 
so that A.T.A. Europe can 
continue its contribution to 
increase the high quality 


tourism to our destination. 

Other countries in Europe: 
Netherlands increased with 
3.6% (+116 visitors/total 

3.326 visitors) and Germany 
increased with 6.3% (+30 
visitors/total 511 visitors). 
There is also an increase 
from Italy with 57% (+1.117 
visitors/total 3.075 visitors). 
The European Continent 
represented 11.1% of tour¬ 
ism for Aruba for the month 
of August 2018. From Janu¬ 
ary till August of 2018, Eu¬ 
rope brought 57.118 visi¬ 
tors to Aruba, which is 1.6% 
(-916 visitors) less compared 
to same period last year. 

Tourism Cruise 

During August 2018, 43.632 
cruise passengers visited 
our destination aboard a 
total of 17 different cruise 
ships. Compared with 
month of August last year, 
cruise tourism decreased 
with 5.6% (-2.568 visitors 
cruise): in August 2017 Aru¬ 
ba had 46.200 visitors from 
16 cruises. That is 1 cruise 
ships more compared to 
last year. From January 
to August 2018, a total of 


527.247 cruise passengers 
visited Aruba (an increase 
of 2.7% +14.022 passengers 
more) aboard a total of 215 
different cruise ships (an in¬ 
crease of 0.9% :2 cruise ship 
more). 

Tourism Receipts / Central 
Bank of Aruba 

According to the Central 
Bank the so called ‘Tourism 
Receipts' for 2017 contrib¬ 
uted to 3.078.5 Million florins 
to our economy, which is a 
6.5% increase compared to 
the same season in 2016. 

Hotels / AHATA 

According to Aruba Hotel 
and Tourism Association for 
the month of August 2018, 
the ‘Average daily Rate' 
(ADR) increased with 14.7 % 
compared to August 2017 
- US$ 203.00 in 2017 com¬ 
pared to US$ 232.89 in 2018. 
From January till August 
2018, the ADR increased 
with 10.8% which equals 
to US$ 275.91. The revenue 
per available room, the so 
called RevPar increased to 
12.4%- US$ 176.75 in August 

2017 to US$198.62 in August 
2018. The occupancy room 
per night (ORN) increased 
with 1.3% for the month of 
August 2018. The occupan¬ 
cy room per night (ORN) for 
the first 8 months of 2018 
decreased with 2.3%. 

Numbers provided by AHA¬ 
TA for the first 4 months of 

2018 are based on 14 prop¬ 
erties including Holiday Inn 
Resort and the majority of 
the hotels with the excep¬ 
tion of Hilton Aruba Ca¬ 
ribbean Resort & Casino. 
From May 2018 the num¬ 
bers are based on 13 prop¬ 
erties excluding Holiday Inn 
Resort. From August 2018, 
the numbers are based 
on 15 properties excluding

Close win 
means Alvarez

LAS VEGAS (AP) — The fight 
was so close at the final bell 
that no one in the arena 

— including Gennady Go¬ 
lovkin and Canelo Alvarez 

— knew who would leave 
the ring with the middle¬ 
weight title belts. 

It was Alvarez, though by 
the slimmest of margins. He 
won the last round on two 
scorecards Saturday night 
on the Las Vegas Strip to 
hand Golovkin the first loss 
of his career in a fight that 
more than lived up to its 
advance billing. 

To settle who is really the 
best, though, they may just 
have to do it a third time. 
And that’s fine with both 
fighters, who have now 
gone 24 rounds together 
with little but a few points 
on the scorecards to sepa¬ 
rate them. “If the people 
want us to do it again, let’s 
do it again," Alvarez said. 
“It would be great to have 
a third fight,” Golovkin said.

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Angela Stanford wins at Evian for 1st career major title

EVIAN-LES-BAINS, France 
(AP) — In her 18th year on 
tour, after a wild and tear¬ 
ful final few holes, Angela 
Stanford became a ma¬ 
jor tournament champion 
Sunday. 

It was a long journey to an 
unlikely one-shot victory at 
the Evian Championship 
for a player who believed 
as a rookie in 2001 that 
major titles would come 
sooner than her 40th birth¬ 
day — and probably not in 
France. 

“I would have laughed, 
‘No way, it's going to hap¬ 
pen before',” said Stan¬ 
ford, whose runner-up finish 
at the 2003 U.S. Women's 
Open was the first of 13 
top-10s in majors without a 
win. 

“I didn’t know at the time 
how close I was,” she re¬ 
flected of that playoff loss 
15 years ago. “It was only 
my third year and I had no 
idea what I was doing, to 
be perfectly honest." 

Those feelings returned on 
the 17th tee at Evian Resort 
Golf Club, she said, after 
double bogey at the par- 
3 16th dropped Stanford 
out of a tie with long-time 
leader Amy Olson. 

Stanford closed her round 
of 3-under 68 with eagle- 
double bogey-birdie then 
a barely missed birdie that 
left her in tears minutes be¬ 
fore Olson played the 18th 
and made double-bogey. 
Her winning 12-under total 
of 272 was good by one 
shot to earn a $577,500 
check. 

Olson (74) fell into a four¬ 
way tie for second place 
with fellow Americans Aus¬ 
tin Ernst (68) and Mo Mar¬ 
tin (70), and South Korea's 
Sei Young Kim (72). Martin 
barely missed with a birdie 
chance on the 18th to face 
Stanford in a playoff. 

Olson missed a six-foot putt 
for bogey on the 18th to 
force a playoff. Stanford 
waited green-side out of 
sight of the putting surface 
after signing autographs 
for young spectators. 

Tears flowed again as Stan¬ 
ford watched on a giant 
screen for Olson — who 
spent all day as outright or 
joint leader — to putt. 


More than six years after 
getting the last of her five 
LPGA Tour titles, the 76th- 
ranked Stanford, put her 
hands to her mouth in sur¬ 
prise before beginning an 
emotional round of televi¬ 
sion interviews. 

The result ensured Ameri¬ 
can women extended a 
streak of winning at least 
one major title each year 
since Evian was added as 
the fifth in 2013. 

Olson, who led by three 
shots with five holes to play, 
was stoic about a career- 
best result that ended by 
three-putting. 

“It’s disappointing to finish 
like that," said the 26-year- 
old Olson, whose previ¬ 
ous best finish in an LPGA 
event was tied for seventh 
in 2014. “I committed to ev¬ 
ery shot and did everything 
I could.” 

Playing in the second-last 
group, Stanford started 
the day five shots back of 
Olson who had a two-shot 
lead over Kim. 

The leaderboard changed 
little on the front nine until 
Olson made bogey at the 
par-3 8th. She stayed as 
joint leader with Kim on 13 
under — three shots clear 
— only when Kim’s putt 
from off the same green hit 
the pin and stayed out. 
Olson’s two-shot lead was 
soon restored after Kim’s 
double bogey 6 at the 
10th. 

She padded her lead to 
three with a tap-in for bird¬ 
ie at the par-5 13th. 

Two more Americans, Stan¬ 
ford and Ernst, joined Kim 
three behind Olson, who 
let a good chance slip at 
the par-5 15th after her 
short approach chip to the 
green was weak. 

In a wild ride for Stanford, 
she joined Olson on 13-un- 
der after making eagle at 
the 15th, then gave back 
both shots when she found 
thick rough below the par- 
3 16th green. Soon, Stan¬ 
ford was punching the air 
with her right fist on sinking 
a 25-footer for birdie on the 
17th. 

Olson went to the 17th with 
a one-shot lead on 13 un¬ 
der as Ernst set a clubhouse 
target of 11 under. Her 
bogey-free 68 saw several 
putts lip outO

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Saints narrowly prolong Browns' winless streak 21-18

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Drew 
Brees and the New Orleans 
Saints needed less than 10 
minutes to obliterate what 
looked like a milestone 
victory for the seemingly 
cursed Cleveland Browns. 
Wil Lutz kicked a 44-yard 
field goal with 21 seconds 
left, Cleveland kicker Zane 
Gonzalez pushed the sec¬ 
ond of his two missed field 
goals wide right in the final 
seconds, and the Saints 
held on for a 21-18 victory 
that extended the Browns’ 
winless streak to 19 games. 
"These are games that we 
find we find our identity a 
little bit," Brees said, allud¬ 
ing to New Orleans' inabil¬ 
ity to score more than three 
points until the first of Mi¬ 
chael Thomas' two touch¬ 
down catches with 8:41 to 
go. "These are games that, 
hey, you didn't have your 
best stuff, but you found a 
way." 

With the help of another 
Cleveland collapse. 
Gonzalez also missed two 
extra points, one week af¬ 
ter his potential winning 
field goal was blocked in 
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a season-opening tie with 
Pittsburgh. His final miss 
came from 52 yards. 

"It snowballed," Gonza¬ 
lez said, acknowledging 
the psychological effect 
of earlier misses that he 
hooked left before pushing 
his final miss the other way. 
"I was overcompensating. 
I get paid to make those 
kicks and I have to make 
them." 

Gonzalez's tough day 
represented only a por¬ 
tion of Cleveland's implo¬ 
sion. Defensive back Der¬ 
rick Kindred's defensive 
holding penalty on what 
would have been a third- 
down sack extended New 
Orleans' first touchdown 
drive, which ended with 
Thomas' 2-yard catch and 
cut Cleveland's lead to 12- 
10 . 

With just less than five min¬ 
utes left. Saints safety Mar¬ 
cus Williams intercepted Ty- 
rod Taylor in Cleveland ter¬ 
ritory on a pass Taylor threw 
back over the middle as he 
was rolling to his right. 

"You never want to throw 
late down the middle," Tay¬ 
lor said. 

"That's something I need to 
be better at. That play was 
not good for us. You can't 
put your team in that situ¬ 
ation." 

The turnover led to New 
Orleans' second TD on a 
5-yard fade to Thomas, who 
said he was determined to 
make up for his fumble ear¬ 
lier in the game. Thomas 
outjumped two defenders 
to make the catch.

Thomas said. "I needed 
to respond and help my 
teammates, and that's 
what I did.

Taylor was 22 of 30 for 246 
yards, one TD and one in¬ 
terception. Jarvis Landry 
had five catches for 69 
yards, and Carlos Hyde 
scored on a 1-yard TD run. 

It wasn't enough for the 
Browns (0-1-1), who were 
very close to starting 2-0. 
"It's tough, but we got a 
lot of football left to play," 
Landry said.

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Lockout looming? NHL is 1 year away from key labor deadline

Connor McDavid heard 
teammates talking about 
another potential lockout 
when he entered the NHL 
— in 2015. 

As he became one of 
hockey’s best players and 
signed the richest annual 
contract in the league, Mc¬ 
David says he remains opti¬ 
mistic there will not be an¬ 
other work stoppages like 
those in 2004-05 and 2012- 
13 — but he protected him¬ 
self anyway with contract 
language guaranteeing 
some early payment, just in 
case. 

“Both parties have kind of 
prepared so long for it,” 
McDavid said. “I genuine¬ 
ly believe that both sides 
want to keep playing. We 
want to play and the own¬ 
ers want to keep making 
money.” 

The NHL has reached al¬ 
most $5 billion in revenue, 
up from just $437 million in 
1993, and is in the midst of 
a U.S. TV deal with NBC that 
pays $2 billion and a Cana¬ 
dian TV deal with Sportsnet 
that pays almost $5 billion. 
The growth and popularity 
of NHL hockey is undeni¬ 
able, yet labor issues are 
bubbling beneath the ve¬ 
neer— again. 

The current collective bar¬ 
gaining agreement can¬ 
not be terminated until 
September 2020, but there 
is a key date looming 12 
months from now: On Sept. 
1, 2019, the league has the 
option and then, on Sept. 
15, the Players’ Association 
has the option to terminate 
the labor pact. 

Another battle is brewing, 
with revenue, escrow pay¬ 
ments and the Olympics 
among the top issues ex¬ 
pected to be on the table. 
“Everyone has a pretty 
good understanding of 
what the PA’s trying to get 


done and what the NHL’s 
trying to get done,” New 
York Rangers forward Chris 
Kreider said. “I don’t think 


the conversation about 
(hockey-related revenue) 
is going away any time 
soon. It's such a kind of am¬ 
biguous and often argued- 
about point. I know guys 
want to go to the Olym¬ 
pics, and I know guys don't 
like escrow.” 

NHLPA executive director 
Don Fehr told The Associ¬ 
ated Press he didn’t nec¬ 
essarily expect one side or 
the other to reopen labor 
talks but “that’s what you 
plan for, and you sort of as¬ 
sume it’s going to happen 
because otherwise you’re 
not ready.” 

Commissioner Gary Bett- 
man told The AP he’s “a 
fan of stability and labor 
peace. We're not looking 
for a dispute.” 

Bettman proposed a three- 
year extension of the cur¬ 
rent CBA through 2025 in 
exchange for the league 


agreeing to participate 
in the 2018 Olympics. As 
much as players wanted to 
go, they rejected that deal 


— a signal they have con¬ 
cerns with the deal signed 
in 2013. 

One of the prevailing play¬ 
er complaints is having up¬ 
ward of 10 percent of their 
paychecks held in escrow 
to conform to the 50/50 
split of revenue with own¬ 
ers. 

The salary cap goes up, but 
if revenue doesn’t grow in 
proportion, players forfeit a 
percentage of their pay. 

“I don’t care how much 
money you make or what 
you do, you sign a con¬ 
tract, you feel like you’ve 
earned that and you ex¬ 
pect that your employer is 
going to hold up his end of 
the deal,” Chicago Black- 
hawks captain Jonathan 
Toews said. 

“At the end of each season 
to be told that they’re go¬ 
ing to take back 10 or 12 or 
15 or sometimes 20 percent 


of your contract? I think 
that’s a kick you-know- 
where. I don’t agree with 
that, and I think there's a 


lot of things the NHL can do 
to promote the game and 
enhance the business side 
of the game. Their mistakes 
shouldn’t be coming out of 
the players’ pockets.” 

The ultimate goal is to grow 
business big enough that 
escrow is reduced to zero 
and contracts are worth 
exactly as they're written. 
Players consider the Olym¬ 
pics one opportunity to 
grow the game. 

Bettman and the owners 
say stopping the season for 
two weeks is a significant 
disruption, but the Olym¬ 
pics will be a point of inter¬ 
nal discussion and could 
extend to bargaining talks. 
“We need a long-term 
international calendar 
agreement with the own¬ 
ers," Fehr said. “And I think 
they share that view even 
if we have significantly dif¬ 
ferent views as to what that 


calendar should be. But I 
would like to believe that 
we could figure out a way 
to do that. 

So is (going to the Olym¬ 
pics) definitely going to 
be a subject of collective 
bargaining? I can’t say 
that yet. Is it possible? Of 
course.” 

Given that lockouts wiped 
out the 2004-05 season and 
reduced it to 48 games in 
2013, some star players and 
their agents looked ahead 
to a potential work stop¬ 
page in 2020 or 2022. Ac¬ 
cording to PuckPedia , 77 
players have signing bo¬ 
nuses in their contracts for 
the 2020-21 season total¬ 
ing over $252 million — an 
increase of more than 10 
percent from the amount 
of players who have bo¬ 
nuses in 2019-20. 

McDavid has $12 million of 
his $13 million salary that 
season in a signing bonus 
paid in July, Toronto's John 
Tavares will make $11.09 
million of his $12 million with 
the lump sum and many 
other top players have the 
so-called lockout protec¬ 
tions in their contracts — 
just in case. 

“I just hope as a player that 
I don’t try to be looking at 
things differently or self¬ 
ishly because I’ve earned 
that money ahead of time 
where obviously maybe 
other players haven’t,” Ta¬ 
vares said. 

“I think you try to put your¬ 
self in the middle and try to 
look at things objectively. 

“I think obviously, unfortu¬ 
nately, the last few times 
there’s been opportunities 
for the CBA to be negoti¬ 
ated, there’s been lengthy 
labor stoppages and some¬ 
thing that obviously I had to 
consider. 

When you see that as 
part of history, you worry 
that that trend is going to 
continue. ”□

Alvarez and Golovkin 
showcased their skills — 
and their sport — at the 
highest level in a fight that 
one judge scored a draw 
and two others had Alvarez 
by a narrow 115-113 score. 
Both fighters thought they 
had won. Both fighters 
probably deserved a win. 
But it was Alvarez, the Mexi¬ 
can hero, who proudly car¬ 
ried the belts out of the ring 
after a bruising 12 rounds 
that ended with both fight¬ 
ers bloodied and bruised 
before a roaring crowd of 
21,965. 

“It’s one of the happiest 
days of my life,” said Alva¬ 
rez, who fought Golovkin to 
a draw a year earlier and 
had to deal with a positive 
test for a performance en¬ 
hancing drug while prepar¬ 
ing for the rematch. 

It wasn’t so happy for Go¬ 
lovkin, the slugger from 
Kazakhstan who for years 
walked through whoever 
was put in front of him. 
Golovkin rallied in the final 
rounds to make the fight 
close, only to listen in dis¬ 
belief once again as he 
wasn't declared the win¬ 
ner. 

“I feel like I’m a champion 
but he’s also a champion,”

Golovkin said. “It was a 
fight of two champions to¬ 
night.” 

Indeed it was, as Alvarez 
abandoned his strategy 
from the first fight to box 
moving forward against 
Golovkin. It was a risky strat¬ 
egy but paid off — though 
just barely. 

Though Triple G and his 
handlers were careful not 
to criticize the decision, 
promoter Tom Loeffler ad¬ 
mitted later that it was 


tough to win a decision 
in an arena packed with 
Alvarez fans on Mexican 
Independence Day week¬ 
end. 

“I don’t know if we can win 
a decision in Las Vegas,” 
Loeffler said. 

Ringside punch stats 
showed a close fight, 
though they favored Go¬ 
lovkin by a small margin. 
Golovkin was credited with 
landing 234 of 879 punches 
while Alvarez landed 203 of 


622. 

Unlike many close deci¬ 
sions in boxing, though, 
there was no huge outcry, 
largely because the fight 
was almost too close to 
call. 

“It was me who pushed him 
back, me who was most 
aggressive,” Alvarez said 
through an interpreter. “Un¬ 
fortunately we didn’t get 
the knockout, but we got 
the victory.” 

Alvarez said before the 


fight that he was angry with 
Golovkin over his beliefs 
fhaf Alvarez was juiced for 
fheir first fight, and would try 
and knock him out. But few 
believed he would be the 
aggressor in a fight against 
a boxer with big power in 
both hands. 

He was just that, though, in 
a spirited fight that had no 
knockdowns but plenty of 
action. Alvarez controlled 
the middle rounds as Triple 
G seemed to tire, but Go¬ 
lovkin fans thought their 
fighter pulled it out late. 
Alvarez said afterward that 
he wanted to fight again 
in December, and could 
against David Lemieux, the 
Canadian who scored a 
first-round knockout over 
Ireland’s Gary O’Sullivan 
on the undercard. With the 
lure of big money in a third 
fight with Golovkin, the two 
could meet again in May 
for a trilogy that is rare in 
boxing these days. 

For now, though, Alvarez 
can celebrate his biggest 
win at a crucial time in his 
career as he tries to ce¬ 
ment his status as a storied 
Mexican fighting great. 

“It's very important for me 
fo have a victory for my 
counfry,” he said. “This vic¬ 
tory will give a lot of pride 
fo my counfry.”□

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Grand Tour sweep for Britain as Yates wins Spanish Vuelta

MADRID (AP) —Simon Yates 
won his first Grand Tour title 
after a largely ceremonial 
ride into Madrid in the final 
stage of the Spanish Vuelta 
on Sunday, giving British rid¬ 
ers a sweep of the season's 
three biggest races. 

The 26-year-old Englishman 
was dominant throughout 
the three-week race across 
Spain, thriving on the 
toughest climbs and the 
flattest routes to secure the 
victory after a last stage in 
which riders didn't attack 
the leaders under cycling 
tradition. 

Yates' Vuelta title means 
Britain has swept the three 
Grand Tours. Geraint Thom¬ 
as of Wales won the Tour 


de France in July and Ke¬ 
nyan-born British rider Chris 
Froome the Giro d'ltalia in 
May. 

Froome was the defending 
Vuelta champion and also 
won the Tour de France last 
year, meaning Britain has 
five straight Grand Tour vic¬ 
tories. 

"It's astonishing really," Yates 
said. "Growing up I was so 
accustomed to seeing the 
French, Italian and Spanish 
riders lead the way, so for 
myself, Chris and Geraint to 
all win a Grand Tour in the 
same year just shows how 
far the sport has come in 
this country." 

Thomas and Froome 
skipped the race in Spain 
this year. 

Italian rider Elia Viviani won 


the final sprint for his third 
stage win in this year's Vuel¬ 
ta, with Peter Sagan close 
behind him. 

Yates, who rides for team 
Mitchelton-Scott, success¬ 
fully defended his lead of 
almost two minutes in Sat¬ 
urday's demanding 20th 
stage, the last competitive 
one since the peloton took 
off from Malaga on Aug. 
25. On Sunday, riders mostly 
paraded in a 100.9-kilome¬ 
ter (62.7-mile) route from 
the city of Alcorcon to the 
center of the Spanish capi¬ 
tal. 

Yates held the leader’s red 
jersey through stages 9-11, 
then won stage 14 in the 
northwestern Picos de Eu- 
ropa mountains to take full 
control of the race until the 


end. 

Spain's Enric Mas, from 
team Quick-Step Floors, 
won Saturday's difficult 
stage in Andorra and fin¬ 
ished second in the gen¬ 
eral classification, 1 minute, 
46 seconds behind Yates. 
Miguel Angel Lopez of Co¬ 
lombia, from thte Astana 
Pro Team, was third, more 
than two minutes off the 
lead. 

"It's been a great moment 
to appear on the final po¬ 
dium," Mas said. 

"It was my goal although I 
kept it for myself coming 
into the race ... I hope for 
more moments like this in 
the future, including on the 
top spot." 

Veteran Spaniard Alejan¬ 
dro Valverde was in con¬ 
tention from the first day 
but failed to keep pace 
with Yates on Saturday, 
dropping to fifth for Mo- 
vistar in the final overall 


standings. Steven Kruijswijk 
of Team Lotto NL-Jumbo 
finished ahead of Valverde 
in fourth place. 

Yates had already come 
close to a Grand Tour victo¬ 
ry in the Giro d'ltalia in May, 
a race he led for 13 stages 
before losing the lead to 
eventual winner Froome 
with two days left. 

"It's still hard to believe that 
I've won," Yates said. "I was 
disappointed to not win the 
Giro but I've made it up. I'm 
in shock. I got really ner¬ 
vous when I went on stage. 
My natural habitat is on the 
bike . I enjoyed the mo¬ 
ment. It was a very special 
one." 

Yates made his Grand Tour 
debut in the 2014 Tour de 
France. In last year’s Tour, 
he won the young rider's 
classification, finishing sev¬ 
enth overall. Movistar end¬ 
ed first in the overall team 
classification. □ 


Mayer sets decathlon WR after 
Kipchoge runs fastest marathon

PARIS (AP) — On a spec¬ 
tacular day for track and 
field fans, Kevin Mayer 
of France set a decath¬ 
lon world record in front 
of a home crowd, just 
hours after Eliud Kipchoge 
smashed the marathon 
world record in Berlin. 
Competing at the Deca- 
star event in southwestern 
France, world champion 
Mayer amassed a total 
of 9,126 points, improving 
on the previous record of 
9,045 set by American ath¬ 
lete Ashton Eaton at the 
2015 world championships 
in Beijing. 

Earlier, Kipchoge clocked 
2:01:39 at the Berlin Mara¬ 
thon. 

The 33-year-old over¬ 
turned the previous world 
record set in Berlin by fel¬ 
low Kenyan Dennis Kimet- 
to in 2014 by 1 minute, 18 
seconds. 


"I lack words to describe 
this day," Kipchoge said 
after becoming the first 
person to finish a mara¬ 
thon in less than 2 hours 
and 2 minutes. 

In the decathlon, Mayer 
fell on his back in celebra¬ 
tion after he crossed the 
line of the 1,500 meters — 
the last of 10 events — in 4 
minutes, 36.11 seconds, a 
time he knew would guar¬ 
antee him the record. 
Mayer came to Talence 
on the back of a disap¬ 
pointing showing at last 
month's European Cham¬ 
pionship, where he was 
eliminated after three fouls 
in the long jump. 

Eaton congratulated May¬ 
er for his performance in a 
message posted on Twit¬ 
ter. 

'That was an incred¬ 
ible display of ability!" he 
wrote. "Important thing to 
me has always been to 
keep pushing the limit and

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Apple, Firefox tools aim to thwart Facebook, Google tracking

NEW YORK (AP) — Face- 
book and other companies 
routinely track your online 
surfing habits to better tar¬ 
get ads at you. Two web 
browsers now want to help 
you fight back in what's be¬ 
coming an escalating pri¬ 
vacy arms race. 

New protections in Apple's 
Safari and Mozilla's Firefox 
browsers aim to prevent 
companies from turning 
"cookie" data files used to 
store sign-in details and 
preferences into broader 
trackers that take note of 
what you read, watch and 
research on other sites. 
Lance Cottrell, creator of 
the privacy service Ano¬ 
nymizer, said Apple's effort 
was particularly significant, 
as it takes aim at a tech¬ 
nique developed by track¬ 
ing companies to override 
users' attempts to delete 
their cookies. 

Safari makes these protec¬ 
tions automatic in updates 
coming Tuesday to iPhones 
and iPads and a week later 
to Mac computers. Firefox 
has similar protections on 
Apple mobile devices and 
is rolling out them out to 
personal computers in the 
coming months. 

To get the protections, 
you'll have to break your 
habit of using Google's 
Chrome browser, which by 
some estimates has more 
than half of the worldwide 
browser usage. Safari and 
Firefox have less than 20 
percent combined. 

Even then. Safari and 
Firefox can't entirely stop 
tracking. For starters, they 
won't block tracking when 
you're using Facebook or 
Google itself. Nor can they 
help much when you use 
phone or tablet apps, un¬ 
less the app happens to 
embed Safari, as Twitter's 
iPhone app does. 

But Will Strafach, a mobile 
security expert who is de¬ 


signing data security tools 
for phones, said imperfect 
protection is better than 
no protection. He notes 
that burglars can still break 
down a door, but that 
doesn't mean you shouldn't 
bother locking it. 

Cookies and other trackers 
can be used by companies 
to keep track of who you 
are as you move from web¬ 
site to website. The compa¬ 
nies can build a digital pro¬ 
file as you, say, read about 
Democratic or Republican 
viewpoints, buy a particu¬ 
lar brand of pet food or in¬ 
dulge in the entire season 
of "Keeping Up With The 
Kardashians." 

News, video and other 
third-party sites use Google 
and Facebook cookies to 
customize ads to your hob¬ 
bies and interests, rather 
than hawking products you 
might never buy. That's why 
you might see an ad for 
shoes soon after searching 
for them elsewhere. 

Apple says its tests show 


that some popular web¬ 
sites are embedded with 
more than 70 such track¬ 
ers. Many of these are from 
Facebook and Google, 
which are expected to 
command a combined 57 
percent of the $107 billion 
U.S. digital advertising mar¬ 
ket this year, according to 
the research group eMar- 
keter. 

Though general aware¬ 
ness of data collection has 
grown in the wake of Face- 
book's Cambridge Analyti- 
ca privacy scandal , how 
trackers work behind the 
scenes remains a mystery 
to many people. 

Ghostery and other prod¬ 
ucts have long offered 
tracking protection. The 
browsers are now trying to 
incorporate that directly so 
you don't have to go look¬ 
ing for browser add-ons. 
Safari will try to automati¬ 
cally distinguish cookies 
that are useful from ones 
that are there just to track 
you. Apple notes that

cookies can appear in un¬ 
expected places, such as 
sites that embed "like" and 
"share" buttons. Now, those 
cookies will be blocked un¬ 
til you click on one of those 
buttons, in which case you'll 
be prompted for permis¬ 
sion to allow the tracking. If 
you don't, your "like" won't 
register. 

Safari is also attacking a 
technique developed to 
circumvent cookie dele¬ 
tions. Through "fingerprint¬ 
ing," a company can iden¬ 
tify you through your com¬ 
puter's characteristics, such 
as browser type and fonts 
installed. Your new cookie 
can then be tied to your 
old profile. Safari will now 
limit the technical details it 
sends. 

Firefox has an anti-tracking 
feature that also tries to 
distinguish tracking cook¬ 
ies from useful ones. It's on 
by default only on Apple's 
mobile devices. Mozilla is 
testing a broader rollout 
for personal computers, 


though its plans for Android 
are not yet known. For now, 
you need to turn it on or use 
a private-browsing mode, 
which gets more aggres¬ 
sive at killing cookies, in¬ 
cluding useful ones. 

For PCs, Firefox also has an 
optional add-on, called 
Facebook Container, to 
segregate your Facebook 
activity from everything 
else. Think of it as a wall that 
prevents Facebook from 
accessing its data cookie 
as you surf elsewhere. A 
version is available for other 
trackers, too, but requires 
configuration on your part. 
None of the Firefox tools, 
though, address fingerprint¬ 
ing. Unsurprisingly, advertis¬ 
ers aren't happy. 

In a statement. Interactive 
Advertising Bureau execu¬ 
tive Dennis Buchheim said 
that even as browsers mak¬ 
ers feel pressured to deliver 
privacy-centric features, 
they should consider the 
importance of advertising 
in enabling free services. 
The new Safari and Firefox 
tools don't block ads. But 
without cookies, websites 
might get paid a lot less 
for them, said Jed Williams, 
chief innovation officer at 
the Local Media Associa¬ 
tion, an industry group for 
news publishers. 

Apple and Mozilla are able 
to push the boundaries on 
privacy because neither 
depends on advertising. 
Google makes most of its 
money from selling ads. 
Facebook and Google 
declined comment on the 
Safari and Firefox tools. But 
Google said its Chrome 
browser offers tools to con¬ 
trol and delete cookies and 
set preferences for certain 
websites. Google says users 
can also decline person¬ 
alization and get generic 
ads instead, though track¬ 
ing continues in the back¬ 
ground while using the 
company's services.Q 
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An old problem: Aging pipelines lead to deadly explosions

The natural gas pipeline in 
the United States is vast, 
sprawling across 2.5 million 
miles in a complex pres¬ 
surized system that deliv¬ 
ers a quarter of the energy 
consumed nationwide, ac¬ 
cording to the American 
Gas Association. Many of 
the pipes are old, and utili¬ 
ties are in various stages of 
replacing them to improve 
safety. 

There have been more 
than 300 fatalities and 1,200 
injuries caused by natural 
gas pipeline incidents in 
the last 20 years, according 
to data from the Pipeline 
and Hazardous Materials 
Safety Administration, the 
federal agency responsible 
for overseeing the industry. 
As residents recover from 
Thursday's stunning explo¬ 
sions in Lawrence, Mass., 
many wonder what they 
can do to protect them¬ 
selves. 

A series of fiery natural gas 
explosions three towns north 
of Boston killed a teenager, 
injured at least 25 others 
and left dozens of homes in 
smoldering ruins. The cause 
is under investigation by 
the National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board, but the 
Massachusetts Emergency 
Management Agency said 
the fires may have resulted 
from gas lines that had be¬ 
come over-pressurized. 
Following fatal gas pipe¬ 
line incidents, the Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation in 
2011 called on the industry 
to replace aging pipelines, 
particularly those made of 
cast and wrought iron and 
bare steel that pose the 
highest risk. 

More than 177 million peo¬ 
ple nationwide use natu¬ 
ral gas in their homes and 
businesses to provide heat, 
cook and dry clothes, ac¬ 
cording to the American 
Gas Association. Colum¬ 
bia Gas — the company 
whose pipelines exploded 
Thursday — and its parent 
company NiSource serve 
3.4 million natural gas cus¬ 
tomers across seven East¬ 
ern states. 

HOW IS NATURAL GAS DIS¬ 
TRIBUTED? 

Natural gas is a fossil fuel 
found deep beneath the 


earth's surface that's mostly 
made up of methane. It is 
extracted from the ground 
and distributed in pipelines 
that span 2.5 million miles 
nationwide. 

The gas is delivered to 
customers initially through 
high-pressure pipelines and 
it goes through a process to 
reduce its pressure before 
entering smaller pipelines 
and eventually homes and 
businesses. 

"In some places, we have 
100-year-old gas lines com¬ 
ing up to people's houses," 
said Bob Ackley, owner of 
Gas Safety, Inc., a Massa¬ 
chusetts-based company. 
WHEN HAVE THERE BEEN 
SIMILAR EXPLOSIONS? 

In February, gas-relat¬ 
ed fires in Dallas killed a 
12-year-old girl, destroyed 
three residences and in¬ 
jured others. A review by 
the National Transporta¬ 
tion Safety Board later 
found that several sections 
of pipe near the incident 
site failed pressure tests.A 
gas explosion in 2014 killed 
eight people in New York 
City, and the utility Consoli¬ 
dated Edison later agreed 
to pay $153 million to settle 
charges that it violated 
safety regulations. 

In 2011, five people were 
killed by a natural gas ex¬ 
plosion in Allentown, Penn¬ 
sylvania, and regulators 
called the utility's safety re¬ 
cord "downright alarming." 
Eight people were killed 
and 38 homes were de¬ 
stroyed in San Bruno, Calif, 
in 2010 when a Pacific Gas 
and Electric gas pipeline 
exploded. 

WHAT CAN UTILITIES DO TO 
IMPROVE SAFETY? 

Utilities nationwide are 
continually replacing older 
pipelines made of cast iron 
or certain types of steel 
with newer steel or plastic 
pipes, according to the 
American Gas Association. 
Many, including NiSource, 
accelerated those efforts 
after the deadly San Bruno 
incident, said Charles Fish¬ 
man, an analyst with Morn- 
ingstar Research Services 
who covers NiSource and 
other utilities. 

"There was a real tragedy, 
and I think that woke peo¬ 
ple up across the country," 
Fishman said. "The whole 


industry said wait a second 
here, we've got all these 
old pipelines, there’s a lot 
of disasters waiting to hap¬ 
pen." 

NiSource was spending $80 
million to $120 million an¬ 
nually in Massachusetts to 
modernize its infrastructure, 
spending the vast major¬ 
ity on replacing aging gas 
pipelines, Fishman said. 
Those efforts are likely to 
accelerate, but "you can't 
tear up every street in the 
downtown at the same 
time...and it would dramat¬ 
ically increase the cost to 
do it really, really quick," he 
added. 

After the deadly New York 
gas explosion in 2014, Con 
Ed set in motion a fleet of 
trucks that drives around 
the streets of New York 
City with leak detection 
equipment, passing each 
customer location at least 
once a month. The com¬ 


pany also began a bilin¬ 
gual campaign to inform 
customers they should call 
whenever they suspect a 
gas leak. 

Incidents have also oc¬ 
curred when gas lines were 
damaged during excava¬ 
tion, and some utilities have 
installed above-ground 
markers to indicate the lo¬ 
cation of buried gas lines, 
according to the American 
Gas Association. 

WHAT CAN CONSUMERS 
DO TO STAY SAFE? 

If people think they smell 
gas in their homes, experts 
say they should leave the 
house or building imme¬ 
diately and call 911. They 
should not light a match, 
make a cell phone call or 
turn on lights or applianc¬ 
es since that can cause a 
spark. 

To be proactive, home- 
owners also can call their 
utilities or fire departments

to request to have their gas 
lines checked for leaks and 
to learn where the pipelines 
are in their homes. "They 
can request a safety check 
at any time," Ackley saidO

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Maine's rebuilt scallop fishery 
looks to year of more growth

PORTLAND, Maine (AP) — 

Maine's scallop fishermen 
are looking at another year 
of conservative manage¬ 
ment, and members of the 
industry say that could be 
the best way to make sure 
the fishery continues re¬ 
building. 

Maine is known for produc¬ 
ing scallops that are some¬ 
what bigger than other East 
Coast states, and some are 
plucked from the icy wa¬ 
ters by hand during win¬ 
ter. Others are harvested 
by boats with fishing gear. 
The Maine Department of 
Marine Resources has said 
strict management of the 
harvest has allowed the 
scallops to rebuild from col¬ 
lapse in the mid-2000s. 

The state is looking to con¬ 
tinue that trend this year 
with a season that keeps 
fishermen restricted to tight 
limits on the number of 
pounds they can harvest. 
Fishermen are also limited 
in the number of days they 
can fish, and the state is 
looking to trim a few days. 
That suits scallop seller 
Togue Brawn, owner of 
Downeast Dayboat, just 
fine. 

"It took a lot of heavy lifting 
to get it where it is today," 
she said. "I applaud any ef¬ 
forts toward conservation." 
The scallop fishery bot¬ 
tomed out at just over 
33,000 pounds in 2005, and 
the state responded by ap¬ 
plying conservation mea¬ 
sures, such as rotating ar¬ 
eas where scallopers could 
fish year after year. 

Last year, fishermen har¬ 
vested nearly 800,000 
pounds, which was the 
most in 20 years. 

"We are hopeful that the 
recent upward trend in 
landings are attributed, in 
part, to the conservation 
measures that have been 
developed," said Melissa

Smith, a marine resource 
management coordinator 
with the state. 

The state divides the fishery 
into three scalloping zones. 
The most productive fish¬ 
ing grounds are in Zone 3, 
which includes Cobscook 
Bay. The state is looking to 
shave the number of fishing 
days in that area from 55 to 
50 this year. 

Closures cause grumbling 
among fishermen, but the 
conservative approach 


has helped rebuild the fish¬ 
ery at large, said James 
Ackley, a scalloper out of 
Machias, which is not far 
from Cobscook. 

"They're doing what they 
think is best. Right or wrong, 
time will tell," he said. 

The state is taking com¬ 
ments about the proposed 
rules until Sept. 24. The first 
fishing would begin on 
Dec. 1 and the last could 
take place as late as April 
20.Q

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2 storms, Florence and Mangkhut, different as water and wind

WASHINGTON (AP) — Na¬ 
ture expresses its fury in 
sundry ways. Two deadly 
storms — Hurricane Flor¬ 
ence and Typhoon Mang¬ 
khut — roared ashore on 
the same day, half a world 
apart, but the way they 
spread devastation was 
as different as water and 
wind. 

Storms in the western Pa¬ 
cific generally hit with 
much higher winds and 
the people who live in their 
way are often poorer and 
more vulnerable, Princeton 
University hurricane and cli¬ 
mate scientist Gabriel Vec- 
chi said Saturday. That will 
likely determine the type of 
destruction. 

Mangkhut made landfall 
Friday on the northeastern 
tip of Luzon island in the 
Philippines with top-of-the- 
scale Category 5 winds 
of 165 mph. Florence had 
weakened to a Category 1 
storm with 90 mph winds by 
the time it arrived at North 
Carolina's coast. 

Yet a day after landfall the 
faster-moving Mangkhut 
was back out over open 
water — weakened, but 
headed across the South 
China Sea toward China. 
Florence, meanwhile, was 
still plodding across South 
Carolina at a pace slow¬ 
er than a normal person 
walks. By Saturday morn¬ 
ing, it had already dumped 
more than 30 inches (76 
centimeters) of rain, a re¬ 
cord for North Carolina. 
Experts say Mangkhut may 
well end up being the 
deadlier storm. As of Satur¬ 
day afternoon, the death 
count in the Philippines 
was a bit higher, although 
still far below that of other 
storms that have hit the 
disaster-prone island na¬ 
tion. And with Mangkhut 
now headed toward the 


densely populated south¬ 
east coast of China, it is 
likely to cause more death 
and destruction. But wa¬ 
tery Florence's insured los¬ 
es total will eventually be 
higher, Ernst Rauch, head 
of climate research for the 
world's largest reinsurer Mu¬ 
nich Re, told German me¬ 
dia. 

That's because of a com¬ 
bination of geography, cli¬ 
matic conditions and hu¬ 
man factors. 

The western Pacific has 
two-and-a-half times more 
storms that reach the mini¬ 
mum hurricane strength of 
74 mph. It has three-and- 
a-half times more storms 
that reach major hurricane 
strength of 111 mph, and 
three times more accumu¬ 
lated energy out of those 
hurricanes, an index that 
measures not just strength 
and number of storms but 


how long they last, accord¬ 
ing to more than 65 years 
of storm data . 

So far this year there have 
been 23 named storms in 
the western Pacific and 
10 in the Atlantic, both re¬ 
gions more than 30 percent 
busier than average years. 
Hurricanes and typhoons 
are the same type of storm; 
both are tropical cyclones, 
but those that occur in the 
Pacific west of the Interna¬ 
tional Date Line are called 
typhoons. 

The water in the western 
Pacific is warmer, and 
warm water fuels storms. 
There are also only a few 
pieces of land to get in the 
way and weaken them, 
said University of Miami hur¬ 
ricane researcher Brian Mc- 
Noldy. 

"If we are ever going to 
have a Category 6 (a 
speculated-on level that's 
above current measure¬ 
ment tools), the western 
Pacific is where it's going 
to be," said meteorologist 
Ryan Maue of weather- 
models.com. 

The Philippines tends to 
get hit nearly every year, 
the Carolinas far less fre¬ 
quently though with lots of 
close calls, Maue said. That 
shows another big differ¬ 


ence in the storms. Mang¬ 
khut formed further south 
and stayed south — over 
warmer water. Florence 
was out of the tropics when 
it hit land. 

Because of that, Florence 
was weakened by the dry 
air and upper level winds of 
the higher latitudes. Not so 
the more southerly Mang¬ 
khut, which Maue said, "es¬ 
sentially had a perfect en¬ 
vironment to intensify to a 
Category 5 and stay there." 
"Mangkhut and Florence 
are certainly different ani¬ 
mals," said Colorado State 
University hurricane re¬ 
searcher Phil Klotzbach. Be¬ 
cause Florence is moving so 
slowly, he said, it will dump 
more rain than Mangkhut, 
which is named for the Thai 
word for the mangosteen 
fruit. 

Both storms have lasted a 
long time, especially Flor¬ 
ence which formed all the 
way over near Africa 15 
days before landfall, Mc- 
Noldy said. Both storms 
cover a large area, but 
Mangkut still dwarfs Flor¬ 
ence. Mangkhut's tropical 
storm force winds stretched 
more than 325 miles from 
the center, while Florence's 
spread about 195 miles, 
Klotzbach said. 


Economics also play a role 
in a storm's impact. As a 
developing country, the 
Philippines is much poor¬ 
er than the southeastern 
United States, which means 
houses tend to be less stur¬ 
dy and first responders less 
well equipped, among 
other factors. This is one 
reason why, when disaster 
does strike, the effects can 
be devastating. In 2013, 
one of the most powerful 
storms on record, Typhoon 
Haiyan , killed 7,300 people 
and displaced more than 5 
million when it swept across 
the islands of the central 
Philippines. Straddling the 
famous Pacific Ring of Fire, 
the Philippines is also be¬ 
deviled by volcanoes and 
earthquakes, and while 
there are considerable 
patches of poverty in North 
and South Carolina, it is not 
the same as the rural area 
where Mangkhut hit. 
Munich Re's Rauch said 
about 30 to 50 percent of 
storm damage is usually in¬ 
sured in the United States 
but often less than 10 per¬ 
cent in developing coun¬ 
tries, meaning nine-tenths 
of the people hit will end 
up shouldering a bigger 
economic burden. 

In the United States, "you 
can't move houses, but 
people can move out of 
the way," reflecting mount¬ 
ing damages from storms 
and often lower losses in 
life, Vecchi said. 

As the world warms from 
the burning of fossil fuels, 
the globe will see both 
more extremely intense 
storms like Mangkhut and 
wetter storms like Florence, 
Vecchi said. □ 
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Ethan Hawke spotlights a 
little-known legend in 'Blaze'

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Ethan 
Hawke had long been en¬ 
chanted by the songs of 
mysterious singer-songwrit¬ 
er Blaze Foley. Foley wrote 
songs like 'If I Could Only 
Fly," that Willie Nelson cov¬ 
ered and would go on to 
become a Merle Haggard 
hit, and "Clay Pigeons," 
which John Prine covered. 
Townes Van Zandt and Lu¬ 
cinda Williams wrote songs 
about him after his death 
at age 39 — he was shot in 
1989. And yet his is a name 
that few outside of the 
Austin music scene would 
know. 

This could change with 
the release of "Blaze," now 
playing in limited release, 
which Hawke directed and 
co-wrote and appears in 
briefly as a radio journalist 
discovering the legend of 


Foley along with the audi¬ 
ence. It would take Austin 
Chronicle co-founder Louis 
Black to really help Hawke 
crack the story. 

Black asked Hawke if he 
had read Foley's wife's 
book. 

Hawke responded: "Blaze 
had a wife?" 

It was Sybil Rosen's story, 
and memoir "Living in the 
Woods in a Treehouse: Re¬ 
membering Blaze Foley," 
that would provide the 
basis for the film and its ex¬ 
ploration of his early years 
(yes, in a treehouse) to 
his decline. Once Foley's 
muse, Rosen, who co-wrote 
"Blaze" has found that he is 
her muse as well. 

"He didn't know how to tell 
Blaze's story. He didn't want 
to do a story about derelic¬ 
tion or addiction," Rosen 
said. "One of the things I 
love about the telling of 


the movie is that sadness, 
sorrow and loss are tremen¬ 
dous muses, but they're not 
the only muses good art 
can flow from. I wanted to 
make the point that it was 
joy and love and nature 
that unlocked his creativity 
and not all this loss and sor¬ 
row that was to come." 
Rosen is played by "Arrest¬ 
ed Development" actress 
Alia Shawkat, and Foley 
by newcomer Ben Dickey, 
who is himself a singer- 
songwriter. The film, which 
premiered at the Sun¬ 
dance Film Festival, boasts 
a rare 100 percent on Rot¬ 
ten Tomatoes. 

"Blaze" is not, as Hawke and 
Rosen like to say, "a Wikipe¬ 
dia page" but more of an 
expression of Foley in all of 
his forms whether describ¬ 
ing the merits of being a 
legend versus being a star 
("stars burn just for them¬ 


selves"), or offending every¬ 
one with drunken antics in 
the recording studio. 

"There some lines in Blaze's 
songs that shatter me," 
Hawke said in a recent in¬ 
terview. "And they're so 
simple, it's like a Matisse 
painting. 

"The movie is disguised as 
a biopic. It's not really a 
biopic," Hawke said. "It's 
a love story about human 
creativity. ... For me, he's 
telling the legend of a lot of 
people who are met with 


indifference. People whose 
creativity is real and vibrant 
and a part of whatever col¬ 
lective consciousness we 
have as a community." 

For Rosen, it's been a ca¬ 
thartic experience. 

"I'm endlessly amazed by 
the impact that he has had 
on my life and continues 
to have. How often do you 
get to fall in love with the 
same person three times?" 
Rosen said. "People ask 
what Blaze would think of 
the movie. □

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'The Predator' gobbles up competition at box office

LOS ANGELES (AP) — "The 
Predator" is at the top of 
the food chain in its first 
weekend in theaters. 

20th Century Fox said Sun¬ 
day that the film earned 
an estimated $24 million 
from more than 4,000 North 
American theaters. 

But with an $88 million 
production price tag, the 
Shane Black-directed in¬ 
stallment in the 30-year-old 
franchise will be looking to 
international receipts to off¬ 
set the cost. This weekend, 
it earned $30.7 million from 
72 foreign markets, bringing 
the global total to $54.7 mil¬ 
lion. 

Domestic audiences were 
largely male (62 percent) 
and white (45 percent), 
and underwhelmed, giving 
the movie a C+ CinemaS- 
core that echoed the tepid 
critical response. 

Starring Olivia Munn, Ster¬ 
ling K. Brown and Boyd Hol¬ 
brook, 'The Predator" made 
headlines just weeks before 
opening when the studio 
cut a scene that featured 
an actor who was a reg¬ 
istered sex offender. It did 


not appear to have af¬ 
fected the film's box office 
performance. 

"Any conversation raises 
awareness," said comScore 
senior media analyst Paul 
Dergarabedian. "If people 
are talking about it then 
they're aware of the mov¬ 
ie." 

Second place went to the 
"Conjuring" spinoff "The 
Nun," which added $18.2 
million in its second week¬ 


end. The horror pic has now 
grossed over $85 million. 
Lionsgate's "A Simple Favor" 
opened close behind in 
third place with $16.1 mil¬ 
lion. The film from director 
Paul Feig stars Anna Ken¬ 
drick as a mommy blog¬ 
ger investigating the dis¬ 
appearance of her friend 
played by Blake Lively. Feig 
has referred to it as a "friller," 
a fun thriller. Female movie¬ 
goers drove the solid open¬ 


ing, making up 67 percent 
of the audience. 

"It stood out in the market¬ 
place," said David Spitz, Li¬ 
onsgate's distribution presi¬ 
dent. "It kind of became an 
event film. That's why we 
exceeded expectations." 
With a B+ CinemaScore, 
an older audience that 
doesn't rush out to theaters 
opening weekend and 
positive reviews, the studio 
expects the film will con¬ 


tinue to play well over the 
coming weeks. 

Fourth and fifth places were 
neck and neck. Accord¬ 
ing to Sunday estimates, 
"White Boy Rick," with $8.8 
million, had a slight ad¬ 
vantage over "Crazy Rich 
Asians," which added $8.7 
million and is just shy of hit¬ 
ting $150 million. "White Boy 
Rick," based on a true story 
and starring Matthew Mc- 
Conaughey as the father 
of a teenage FBI informant, 
opened in 2,504 theaters. 
The Christian film "Unbro¬ 
ken: Path to Redemption" 
debuted in the No. 9 spot 
with $2.4 million. It's based 
on Laura Hillenbrand's nov¬ 
el about Olympian and 
World War II veteran Louis 
Zamperini and picks up 
where "Unbroken" left off. 
September is often a slow 
time at the box office, mak¬ 
ing a $24 million launch 
somewhat notable, ac¬ 
cording to Dergarabedian. 
But while the year to date 
is still up nearly 9 percent, 
the weekend itself is down 
5.8 percent from last year 
when "It" was still terrifying 
audiences and breaking 
records. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Peter 
Farrelly's crowd-pleasing 
Deep South road trip mov¬ 
ie "Green Book" won the 
Toronto International Film 
Festival's audience award 
on Sunday, putting it on an 
envious path to the Oscars. 
Toronto's People’s Choice 
Award is one of the most 
closely watched of the 
fall festival circuit because 
it often corresponds with 
awards-season success. 
In the past decade, every 
Toronto People's Choice 
winner has scored a best- 
picture nomination at the 
Academy Awards. 

Few pundits pegged 
"Green Book" as an awards 
favorite ahead of its world 
premiere in Toronto. It is, 
after all, directed by one- 
half of the sibling duo best 
known for broad comedies 


like "There's Something 
About Mary" and "Dumb 
and Dumber." 

But the audience response 
was rapturous to "Green 
Book," which stars Maher¬ 
shala Ali as a classical pia¬ 
nist on a concert tour of the 


Deep South in the 1960s. 
Viggo Mortensen plays the 
Italian-American bouncer 
hired to drive him while re¬ 
lying on "The Green Book," 
the guide for African-Amer¬ 
ican-friendly hotels and

'Saturday Night Live,' politics, diversity could rule Emmys

LOS ANGELES (AP) — There 
are critical points about the 
70th Emmy Awards to keep 
in mind, starting with this: 
The ceremony airs Mon¬ 
day. 

Typically held on a Sunday, 
it was punted one day so 
this year's host network, 
NBC, could accommodate 
its "Sunday Night Football" 
franchise (New York Gi¬ 
ants at Dallas Cowboys, 
for viewers inclined toward 
that spectacle). 

As for what the 8-11 p.m. 
EDT awards telecast will 
offer, the basics are 26 
categories with nomi¬ 
nees including defending 
drama champ "The Hand¬ 
maid's Tale." It’s challenged 
by 2016 winner "Game 
of Thrones," which aired 
outside the eligibility win¬ 
dow for last year's awards 
and wants a triumphant 
(please, not blood-soaked) 
return. 


Comedy series including 
"Atlanta," "The Marvelous 
Mrs. Maisel" and "Insecure" 
are poised to capitalize on 
the temporary absence 
of five-time winner "Veep" 
and its star Julia Louis-Drey- 
fus, who nabbed six best- 
actress trophies. The late 
Anthony Bourdain, whose 
"Parts Unknown" was show¬ 
ered with six awards at the 
recent creative arts Emmy 
ceremony that preceded 
the main event, likely will be 
remembered.Here's more 
on what to expect from 
television's biggest night: 
LIVE FROM LA, IT'S "SATUR¬ 
DAY NIGHT!" 

Don't be surprised if there's 
occasional confusion 
about whether you're 
watching the Emmys or a 
very long episode of NBC's 
"Saturday Night Live." 

"SNL" creator Lome Mi¬ 
chaels is producing the 
awards ceremony. It's host¬ 
ed by Michael Che and 
Colin Jost, who anchor the 


"Weekend Update" seg¬ 
ment of "SNL." Past and 
present "SNL" players in¬ 
cluding Kate McKinnon 
and Tina Fey are present¬ 
ers, with McKinnon a nomi¬ 
nee along with three other 
cast members and Alec 
Baldwin, the show's regular 
Trump impersonator. 

The long-running sketch 
show already claimed sev¬ 
en awards at the creative 
arts ceremony and is up for 
three more including best 
variety sketch series Mon¬ 
day. But don't think "SNL" 
will hog the stage, accord¬ 
ing to Jost. 'There will be a 
lot of people from the 'SNL' 
family involved. But also a 
lot of people that are just 
the stars of television now 
that have nothing to do 
with 'SNL,' because peo¬ 
ple want to see everyone 
who's on TV," he said. 

DID SOMEONE MENTION 
POLITICS? 

Awards ceremonies and 
politics have become in¬ 


creasingly inseparable, and 
it’s likely that President Don¬ 
ald Trump will be the sub¬ 
ject of a few — OK, more 
than a few — punchlines 
and speeches. That could 
be the best opportunity for 
a drinking game, with men¬ 
tions of Paul Manafort for 
bonus points. 

Hosts Che and Jost traf¬ 
fic in political satire on 
"Weekend Update," so it's 
reasonable to expect they 
will here as well. But they 
played it cool before the 
awards, with Jost saying 
"there might be some, and 
there might not." 

"There's gonna be political 
jokes. And we're gonna 
come out on the wrong 
side of history, for sure. 
We're aiming toward it," a 
smiling Che said. 

A close-to-home issue likely 
will be addressed: The sex¬ 
ual-misconduct cloud over 
the entertainment industry, 
including last week's firings 
of CBS Corp. CEO Leslie 


Moonves and top "60 Min¬ 
utes" executive Jeff Fager. 
If not, the #MeToo move¬ 
ment may have something 
to say. 

BIG TENT 

The Emmy Awards are 
opening up wider to diver¬ 
sity, with more than a third 
of the 101 acting nods an¬ 
nounced in July going to 
ethnic minorities compared 
to a quarter of the field in 
2017. The 2018 awards are 
already historic: "Satur¬ 
day Night Live" host Tiffany 
Haddish and Samira Wiley 
of "The Handmaid's Tale" 
were part of the first-ever 
African-American sweep of 
guest actor awards at the 
creative arts awards. 

The main event Monday 
could advance inclusivity 
on-screen and off. Donald 
Glover, the star and creator 
of "Atlanta," won trophies 
last year for acting and 
directing and is a multiple 
nominee again, including 
for writing.□ 
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Former Colorado nuke site opens to public as wildlife refuge

DENVER (AP) — Cyclists and 
hikers explored a newly 
opened wildlife refuge at 
the site of a former nuclear 
weapons plant in Colorado 
on Saturday, while a pro¬ 
tester in a gas mask brought 
signs warning about the 
dangers of plutonium. 

With no fanfare, the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service 
opened the gates of Rocky 
Flats National Wildlife Ref¬ 
uge on the perimeter of a 
government factory that 
made plutonium triggers 
for nuclear bombs for near¬ 
ly four decades. 

Spread across a rolling, 
wind-swept plateau 16 
miles (26 kilometers) north¬ 
west of downtown Denver, 
the refuge is a rare oasis of 
tallgrass prairie, with bears, 
elk, falcons, songbirds and 
hundreds of other species. 
The refuge offers sweeping 
panoramas of the Rocky 
Mountain foothills and Den¬ 
ver’s skyscrapers. 

“You get these incredible 
views,” said Jerry Jacka, 
who spent two hours moun¬ 
tain biking at the refuge 
Saturday. 

Jacka said he was not wor¬ 
ried about his safety, de¬ 
spite lawsuits and protests 
by people who argued the 
government has not test¬ 
ed the refuge thoroughly 
enough to make sure peo¬ 
ple are safe using it. 

“I don’t believe that they’re 
covering up any sort of in¬ 
formation about pollutants 
and radioactive elements 
and stuff in the soil," Jacka 
said. The government built 
plutonium triggers at Rocky 
Flats from 1952 to 1989, a 


history marred by fires, leaks 
and spills. The plant was 
shut down after a criminal 
investigation into environ¬ 
mental violations. 

The U.S. Energy Depart¬ 
ment, which oversaw the 
plant, said it found 62 
pounds (28 kilograms) of 
plutonium stuck in exhaust 
ducts of buildings. 

Rockwell International, the 
contractor then operating 
the plant, was fined $18.5 
million after pleading guilty 
in 1992 to charges that in¬ 
cluded mishandling chemi¬ 
cal and radioactive mate¬ 
rial. 

The weapons complex 
covered 2 square miles (5 
square kilometers) at the 
center of the site. It was 
cleaned up at a cost of $7 
billion but remains off-limits 


to the public. The 8-square- 
mile (21-square-kilometer) 
buffer zone surrounding 
the manufacturing site was 
turned over to the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service for a 
refuge. 

About 10 miles (16 kilome¬ 
ters) of trails are now open 
at the refuge. Visitors are 
told to stay on the paths 
and not wander the grass¬ 
lands. 

State and federal health 
officials say the site is safe, 
but some people worry that 
plutonium particles eluded 
the cleanup and could be 
sprinkled over the refuge, 
where hikers and cyclists 


could stir them up or track 
them home. At least seven 
Denver-area school districts 
have barred school-sanc¬ 
tioned field trips to refuge. 

If inhaled, plutonium can 
lodge in lung tissue, where 
it can kill lung cells and 
cause scarring, which in 
turn can cause lung dis¬ 
ease and cancer, accord¬ 
ing to the federal Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention. 

“You have a situation 
where you still have pluto¬ 
nium in the soil being dis¬ 
turbed by the wildlife and 
the weather,” said Stephen 
Parlato, his voice muffled 


by the gas mask he wore 
at a refuge trailhead Satur¬ 
day. 

Parlato said the mask had 
a filter capable of block¬ 
ing plutonium particles and 
that he wore it for protec¬ 
tion, not for show. 

“You even have school 
districts that have gone 
on the record to say they 
do not allow their students 
to come on trips here. This 
is an ongoing danger,” he 
said. 

Jon Simon, another cyclist 
who rode the refuge trails 
Saturday, said he doubted 
he would develop pluto¬ 
nium-related health prob¬ 
lems in his lifetime, but wor¬ 
ried that children might be 
vulnerable. 

“I wouldn’t want to walk 
my kid through here every 
day in the morning for our 
morning walk or something 
like that," he said. “But I’m 
old enough.... That’s not 
what’s going to get me.” 
The opening was in the 
works for months but was 
thrown into doubt Friday 
afternoon when Interior 
Secretary Ryan Zinke, who 
oversees the Fish and Wild¬ 
life Service, said he wanted 
to wait for more informa¬ 
tion about safety. 

An hour later, the Interior 
Department said a review 
was complete and the ref¬ 
uge would open. 
Department spokeswoman 
Faith Vander Voort did not 
respond to an email seek¬ 
ing more information about 
the review. □
